Everyone is awaiting with calmness 
uuJ tlie utmost confidonco railway news 
from the Federal Capital. The Gov- 
ernment policy still remains to be un- 
folded, route and terminus to be pro- 
claimed, con.tracts to be given out, 
work to be commenced. No one hero 
now pretends to be iu ilinisterial con- 
. fidence. Wo believe that the local 
Government is as much in the dark as 
any one witliout the limit of their 
" charmed circk," the Ottawa Govern- 
ment very properly liolding that the 
Federal Parliament must bo made 
aware of theii' intentions before the 
Provincial Governnaont can bo inform- 
td. But notwithstanding th« policy 
is wrapped iu mystery, tlicro sccins 
to be no uncertainty iu people's 
minds. In fact, the^ confidence 
reposed in the lona fide intentions of 
tho Macdoxali) Government is com- 
plete. jMon invest capital and aWard 
contracts for buildings as if the tramp 
of the iron horse already resounded 
amidst tho hills and valleys of. tho Prov- 
ince. Tho session at Ottawa is 
drawing to a" close. Tho enunciation 
of the railway policy cannot much 
longer be delayed, and there \n reason 
to heliovo that it will be eminently 
satisfactory to all men of moderate ex- 
pectations and rea.sonablc hopes. 

PRESEnrfN'G PILES IN TlIK 
SEA. 

All wooden atructnrcR in the waters 
of the Pacific ou tliis coast liavo two 
enemies, the Torret/o jYnrcills, that de- 
stroys the wooil by boring for a liome, 
and the Limoria Ttrrcbmm, that de- 
stroys the wood by eating at the edge. 
A commission was appointed by the 
Government of Holland to make ex- 
periments. Coatings of various sub- 
stances were tried. Copper, iron and 
zinc failed to keep out the salt water 
communists ; tiiey would get in through 
the crevices and destroy the property 
of wharf builders and sliip owners. The 
commissioners conclude their report as 
follows; — "The only means tliat can 
be regarded with great certainty as a 
true preventive against the torredo is 
oil of creosote forced into the wood at 
high pressure." M. Forestin, engi- 
neer of tho French Government, makes 
a similar report as the result of e.xperi- 
ments at Ostend. Profsssor Vo.n Baum- 
iiAUN iu a letter to Edwakd R. Andhu- 
80N of Boston says: "The sap must first 
be withdrawn and the wood then treat- 
ed with hot creosote oil undef a heavy 
pressure." The harbor commissioners 
in many places along this coast are 
now trying various experiments witli a 
view of finding some cheap material to 
protect the piles. While they are ex- 
perimenting the torredo will go on de- 
stroying. It occurs to us that the very 
best thing to do is to ask if piles ini- 
pr^uated with oil of creosote have 
been tested and proved capable of re- 
sisting tho torredo ] If the answer is 
"yes," then let all those who are inter- 
ested in wharves begin at once to use the 
piles that will last forever. The dis- 
covery that will protect wood in salt 
water from the torredo is another 
triumph of art and it will save millions 
worth of property annually from these 
little creatures who appear to bo as pa- 
tient and industrious as tho Chinese.

CHILE AND BOLIVIA. 



Chile, as we have announeed througii 
(ftir exclusive dispatches, is blockading 
the Bolivian nitrate ports. Nitrate is 
a salt formed of nitric acid and a base. 
It is very valuable. The trade in ni- 
trate has already reached large ])ropor- 
tions. TliG Peruvian exports of tliat 
article amount to fourteen million dol- 
lars per annum and the Bolivian ox- 
ports to two million dollars. Tlie Chil- 
eans are in possrs.sion ot:' these mines 
and the Bolivinn Govorniiient willi no 
interest in them and in direct violation 
of an existing commoreial treaty ban 
fized an export duty on tho nitrate 
which would make it impossible for the 
ChiUians to compete with tiie Peruvian 
dealers. Until the question is settled 
the Peruvians will have a monopoly of 
tho trade in nitrate;. I'jigland and 
Franco rctjuiro irameiisc (|iiaiititie.s of 
the article. An P'nglisli company owns 
one of tho mines and it is.supposoil Uiey 
will support the claims of Ciiile. Peru 
promises to assist the Bolivians, who 
have no war sinps, and without them 
they have not the power to [)roteet 
their ports or enforce the payment of 
the tax wliich they have inijiosed. The 
Bolivian capital is six hundred miles 
from the nitrate districts, a tract of 
desertintervenes and to transport troops 
across it is quite impossible. The at- 
tempt to preserve a monopoly for Peru 
may end in the aniicxiition of tlie ni- 
trate district.s to Chile and the ultimate 
result -svill be for th(? lasting benefit of 
commerce.

A Sfldgo at the' Foot of Johneon

Many 3'cars ago thoro existed a wodiloii 
briilgo at tho foot of JuluiMiai atrcul, just 
above vrhero tlio present foiry-bo;U muke.s 
its crossing. Tho bfiuctuiu was erected 
by '''tli(5''"Iuulsbh' B'ly Coiupiiny fni- tlio 
convenience of t!io attaclu's of tiic .ships 
of war ;it E.H(jnimalt and the Iiuliiins of 
the Soiij^i.sli trilie. In ISGl it was voted 
an oh.itiniction— a public nuisance. It 
was shown that its maintenance closed tlio 
best part and the deepest water in tlio 
harbor against vessels. Tho lato Mr. 
Alfred Waddingtou (uncle of tho present 
Frouch Preniior) — ono of tho most pcrso- 
vcryig, and pntorprising of tlio men of that 
day-^waa_ a member of tho Island As- 
soi^l^>^gnd through lus inlluonco the old 
bri^Mjra's ronioved and tho bridgos that 
nOwfi^il*itho Arm of tlio harbor and 
Book Bay were aubatitutod. Store street — 
Hvliich boforo was a narrow lane — was then 
opened. Janion, Green and Rhodes, 
Sproat & Co., Dickson, Campbell & Co., 
D. Lpj(ovou, Capt. Stamp, Selim & 
Luniley' Franklin, Robert liiiriiaby and 
many otlior oldtime residents inaugurated 
extensive nuprovcmonts along the line of 
water front as far Up oa Rock Bay. Sev- 
enili fiiie warohbusca and wharves were 
built, alongside of which many deep lad- 
en seagoing vessels have lain and dis- 
charged cargoe.s. More recently Mr. 
Spratt of the Albion Foundry, the Hast- 
ings Sawmill Company, represented by 
Capt. Raymur, Moody & Nelson, Mr. 
Sayward and others havo invested about 
$200,000 in the ercctinu of wharves and 
buildings in tho belief that the harbor 
south of their property would not ho 
nguin obstructed by a bridge. Two enter- 
prising shipbuilding firms, acting under 
the sattte^imprcssion, havo invested largo 
sums in laying down ways, etc., for the 
prosecution of their buoinoss. For 18 
years the harbor- small enough at its 
best— has been thrown wide open to 
shipping, and now, after tho lapse of all 
these years, it is proposed to throw 
another bridge across the harbor from 
tho foot of Johnson street to the 
Indian reserve. Unlike tho old struc- 
ture tho proposed bridge is to be provid- 
ed with iron columns and a draw, and 
tho projectors or owners will have a right 
to collect tolls on vehicles and froui foot 
passengibrS', animals, etc. , that may cr<;ss 
over it. The right to coUoot these tolls 
will be conferred by a charter to be grant- 
ed b}' tho Government under a Bill passed 
by the House in the expiring days of the 
lato session. It will be neccs.sary, how- 
ever, to secure the assent of the Dominion 
Govornnicnt to tho erection of tho bridge. 
This assent, it is said, the projectors have 
Bocurod tjirough an agoBt at (Ottawa. If 
this assertion be correct and tho project 
should become a reality, we fear that tho 
commerce of tho port will snmi become a 
thing of the past. Certainly, the inter- 
ests of those who havo invested money on 
tho north ond of tho harbor will bo great- 
ly damaged if not ruined by the proposed 
obstruction, while it dues not appear to 
us that tho iiitoi'ests of tlioso owning 
property on and about Johnson street 
will be much enhanced. The scheme is 
open to discussion, altliough wo confess 
that we can at present see littlo or nothing 
to recommend it beyond the possible en- 
richment of a few land si)eculatorB.

I AIT AOTOR 017 SIS ^TBAVSLS. 
Sztraordinar7 -Zupositlon. 

At Devizes Police Court, yesterday, 
Charles Frederick Osborne Raymond, 
aged about 3,5 years, and wearing a 
dress coat, light trousers and a white 
cravat, was charged with obtaining 
money by false pretonsea On Tuesday 
last he left Devizes for Pewsey, and, 
on arriving at the Clock Inn at Lyde- 
way, four miles 011 the road, he calletl 
to have refresh iiu'iit. It happened 
that Mrs. llaynumd, the landlady and 
lios.scssor of some projierty, had "died a 
few days before, bewailing the absence 
of her only son and. heir, Charles, who 
loft her 10 years ago and proceeded to 
London, where he worked as a wheel- 
wright and e.irpenior, but had not been 
liearil of for eight years. In ago and 
looks he so much resembled the visitor 
to the Clock Inn that some pcr.sous 
in tho house oxclaiined, "Why, bless 
nie, if that aiirt Charley llaymond." 
The traveller inquired what was the 
niatti'r, and one of the occupants of 
tho house saitl, "Vou know what is the 
matter well enough. Don't you know 
your ])oor mother is dead 1" The man 
believed to be Charley throw himself 
into a [laroxysiii of grief and the com- 
pany endeavored to assuage it ty offer- 
ing him drink. Having apparently 
recovered, and, ;isc''rtaining that the 
body of Mr.s. liaymond wa;s lying in 
the coffin up.stait's, ho exjircssed a wish 
to have a last look at his poor mother, 
and Mr. Gidding, who was engaged as 
landlord, was calle 1 in. The stranger, 
having noticetl the name over tho door, 
said familiarly, "Well, William, how 
are youf" The l.ittor rejoined, "How 
is it you did not niakii yoursolf known 
before?" To which the new arrival re- 
plied, "1 iit first know nobody and 
thought iiobodv knew me." That 
.seemed to .satisfy' \Villiam, who "took 
Charley out to vivw the preiiiisea which 
were to hv. liis. On doing so, he said, 
oil passing tlio carp.'ntcr's shoj), "It is 
a long while since you worked there," 
and Charley replied, "Oh, yes; 10 years 
is a long tiino to look back upon, but I 
well remember spending many liajipy 
hours in this shop." He was next 
shown a barn, and asked if lie remem- 
berffil laying the floor of it, and he re- 
plied that he did, for it was 15 years 
ago, which was the time. He then 
said he wished he had arrived when 
his jioor mother was alive, for ho had 
been a very bad boy wliilii lie had been 
away and wanted to iieg her forgive- 
ness. At this point John Hitchcock, a 
nephew ofileceased, came in and wel- 
comed his cousin Charles, and thoy 
talked of the time when they were 
bovs together, it being arranged that 
thev 'should walk in the funeral pro- 
cession as chief mourners. CharUs 
showed signs of impatience to gaze 
once more on the features of his poor 
dead mother, and was coiuluctetl uji- 
stairs to take the last look. The cof- 
fin lid was removed and he wept bit 
torly on seeing her lifeless form, and 
taking a napkin off her face, he bent 
over the corpse and in a most impas- 
sioned manner kissed her cheeks, say- 
ing, "Yes, this is my mother." ' With 
difficulty he was drawn away; indeed, 
he sobbed so loudly and seemed bo 
faint that restoratives had to be re- 
sorted to. On getting him downst^iirs 
he was requested to join his cousin 
John, anrl the latter spoke to him 
about a visit v,-hich lie paid to him at 
Berniondsoy a few years ago, which 
Charles remembered, being well ac- 
quainted with the neighborhood. In 
ordor to mako Charles fit for the fun- 
oral he w-as treated as the jirodigal son, 
well fed, and, as a suit of black could 
not at once bo made for him, ]\Irs. Gid- 
eing prevailed upon Frank Snooks, a 
kind-hearted gentleman living close by, 
to lend him his, and a lady lent him 
her shoes. Charles was soon fully and 
becomingly dressed, and with his cou- 
sin as chief inounrer followed the body 
of his ]ioor motlier to the grave in the 
parish churchyard, weeping piteously 
all the way and being the observed of 
all observers. The Rev. H. Parrier 
read the solemn burial service! and 
when the cofSn was lowered Charles 
was overcome and had to be led away 
from the ]ilac(>. The party returned 
to the Clock Inn Avith expressions of 
hope that the good old soul had gone 
to heaven, and began to recruit their 
spirita .After a while Charles, who 
had received a loan of money from 
i\Irs. Gidding, became so overcome by 
liquor, and not by grief, that he was 
unable ;iny longer to sustain his part, 
and the ]ilot was revealetl. Sergeant 
Rich, of the county police, was sent 
for, and Ciiarles was lodged in a prison 
cell in Devizes the same night. He 
proved to be a vocalist and low com- 
edian, and told the county magistrate 
yesterday that he found Wiltshire peo- 
pleextremely gullible and ho determined 
to act a ])art and take a benefit, or, as 
he said, "come Lord Audley over 
them." He had an empty stomach 
and a low pocket, and, having been 
used to little performances in public- 
houses, did this on his Avay to London 
to aiiiu.so the company. The magis- 
trate .raid there was no charge against 
him which could be supjiorted on com- 
mittal, and discharged him with a 
warning not to repeat the perfonn- 
ance, lest the result should prove to 
him the reverse of beneficial. — London 
Times.

A Pre-historic Flint IiiPLEiUENT 
Workshop, — M. Maurice Sand, son 
of tho great novelist, lias discovered 
and published an account of a "pre- 
historic flint implement workshop" near 
the village of Logos, on the frontier of 
the Indro and the Char. On the sum- 
mit of a heath, almost on a level with 
the surface, he has picked up hundreds 
of fragments of flints, convex on one 
sids, concave on the other; also lauceo- 
lated axe-heads, arrow-heads, a jasper 
axe, and many scrapers in red and 
white cornelian or sardonyx. The flint, 
layers cropp-ng out to the surface bear 
marks of human labour. The neigh- 
bouring villages had long collected flints 
from this eminence; but M. had satis- 
fied himself that no flint quarry had 
existed in the neigliberhood since 1775, 
and then only at other and well known 
pointa He su^sts that pre-historic 
man was attracted by tho layers of flints 
cropping out on a barren spot surroun- 
ded by forests, and that a river run- 
ning near, tho scrapers were manufac- 
tured for ])reparing skins. — Times.
